¿Their brother, James, age 8 , was 
badly burned, and was in a ser­ 
ious condition

hospital in Connersville today . 
The ex plosion happened when 
a lighted lantern in the garage, 
where the children were play ing, 
ignited some gasoline early last 
night. 
The parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard Fisher, rushed from the 
house and rescued the children 
from the burning building. All 
three were rushed to the Con­ 
nersv ille hospital, where Mar­ 
jorie died a few hours later, and 
J ean died this morning. 


Claude A. Parish, a former re­ 
sident of this city , died at the 
home of his father, Bert Parish 
in Greenfield this morning at six 
o’clock, following a long illness 
with tuberculosis. He had been 
ill for more than a y ear, but had 
been in a serious condition only 
for the last few weeks. 
The deceased was thirty -five 
y ears of age. He was born August 
27, 18 93 in Greenfield. Following 
his 
marriage to 
Miss Ly dia 
Dugan of this city he lived in 
Greenfield, and then lived in 
Connersville. He came from Con­ 
nersville to this city to make his 
home, during which time he was 
an insurance collector. His wife 
preceded'him in

The Department of Agriculture in Washing- 


ton is able and anxious to give definite assist- 
ance in planning crops and feeding systems lor 
the year that lies ahead, according to Nils A. Ol- 
am, chief of the economics bureau, who is pre- 
Sng the annual report for the department to 


• toe issued toe latter part of January. 


Commenting on the difference between the 


present time and that of fifty years ago, Mr 
Olpen declares that radio is one of the most 
important because it has abolished the isolation 
of toe farm.

draft animals, grain cradles, hand rakes, flails, 
and primitive marketing by laborious hauling 
and barter. With these he compared the pres- 
ent farm home, furnace heated, lighted by elec- 
tricity, and equipped with such conveniences as 
washing machines, vacuum cleaners, running 
water, hardwood floors, telephone, prompt de- 
livery of newspapers, paved roads and automo- 
biles and with the farming equipment such as 
milking machines, tractors, drills, binders, hay- 
ing machinery, litter 
carriers and manure 


spreaders. 


"The whole production, picture,' he added, 


"is in strong contrast with fifty years ago. The 
cows give more milk; and more eggs are pro- 
duced per hen. 
The farm yields infinitely more 


per hour of man labor; and produce is hauled 
to market in a mere fraction of the old time." 


Summarizing the past, Mr. Olsen commented 


that every farmer hoped to do better in 1929, and 
said that this season had been a sore disap- 
pointment to farmers whose main income was 
from potatoes, and to some wheat and corn 
growers. On the other hand, it was moderately 
good for darymen, cattle raisers, sheep raisers, 
cotton growers and others. "The thing we are 
always striving for," he said, "is to have a 
greater percentage of farmers close their books 
each year with a profit."
